The gang having sensed the presence of Police party, opened 
indiscriminate firing on them.

Anticipating that the 
gang might jump into the ravines in a bid to escape, Shri 
Singh intelligently moved a group of Policemen towards 
Eaat and he himself kept the gimg engaged in firing. The 
maneouvre succeeded and the gang wa.s trapped between the 
two .sides.

Oa the 17th March, 1983, Shii Girish Nandan Singh. 
Deputy Supdt. of Police, received information that dacou 
Surendra Kumar alias Naksey, alonawith 6-7 members ot 
his gang, was taking shelter m Murdon Wall Naiiiya in ihe 
dense ravines of Bah with a view to execute one of hrs 
diabolieffi plans Shri Girish Nandan Singh collected the 
available force and divided the same into three parties. 
While two of these parties were to act as stoppers to inter¬ 
cept any retreating dacoits, hhri Singh himself took the 
comand of the third party which was to comb the area. 
In spite of the great risk involved, Shri Singh led his party 
towards the ravines and moved swiltly towards the ‘hideout’ 
of the dacoite. The sentry oI the dacoits alerted the going, 
who started firing several points at the Police party. The 
Police party mov^ in format ion and responded to the filing 
effectively. The criminals could not face the Police tiring 
and retreated. Shri Singh led his party along a gully where 
the dacoits had taken positions on both sides. As the Police 
party moved fuj'ther it was caught in cross-fire. In this 
predicament, the Police party could be saved only by the 
firing cover proivided from a higher altitude on one of the 
lidges.

On the evening of the I2th April, 1984, while patrolling 
the area near village Ramsari, Shri Madan Lai Verma, Sub- 
Inspector and his party, received information about the pre¬ 
sence of Ram Raj Singh and his gang. They were reported¬ 
ly planning to commit some sensational crime. Shri Vcrmai 
without losing time, acted promptly and reached the spot 
at about 8.00 p,m. and after having satisfied himself about 
the presence of the gang, he intelligently surrounded the 
gang and challenged the criminals to surrender. In utter 
defiance of the call, the gang opened fire at the Polico party. 
TTie Police party headed by Shri Madan Lai Verma, Sub- 
Inspector, took covers and returned the &c. Although 
some Policemen received gun shot injuries in the exchange 
of fire, Shri Verma did not lose courage and kept the gang 
engaged in the encounter. On receipt of information, Shn 
Rajendra Kumar Singh, Inspector of Police, with a small 
posse of the force, rushed to the scene alongwith some reli¬ 
able and brave villageTS for help. The entire force then 


quickly divided into three parties and Shri Singh himself 
look Up the leadership of operation- The exchange of fire 
continued upto 2,30 a.m. on the 13th April, 1984. Shri Ram 
Narain Sharma, Circle Officer, who was also informed of the 
situation, reached the scene with additional force and took 
up the leadership of the Police party and challenged the 
criminals to stop firing and surrender. It had also no effect on 
the criminals. Shri Sharma located the actual position of the 
outlays and moved towards the gang. In this process the 
received gun shot injuries in his right hand. As Shri Sharma 
was bleeding profusely, he had to be evacuated to the hos¬ 
pital. Shri Rajendra Kumar Singh, Inspector, took the com¬ 
mand of the Police party and continued to advance towards 
the ducoits. Although he was injured in this process yet he 
kept on advancing and firing at the criminals. When the 
encounter finally ended the Police discovered that the gang 
leader Ram Raj Singh and his trusted lieutenants Nanha 
Singh, Baboo Ram fund Knlloo alias Chachoo had lost their 
lives as result of Police firing. Two SBBL guns, one DBBL 
factory made gun and C.M. PLstol with a large number of 
fires and live cartridges were recovered from the possession 
of the dacoits. Tlirce members of the gang, however, 
managed to escape under the cover of darkness. 

In this encounter, Shri Ram Narain Sharma, Deputy Supdt. 
of Police, Shri Rajendra Kumar Singh, Inspector and Shri 
Madan Lai Verma, Sub-Inspector, displayed conspicuous 
gallamti-y, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On the 24th May, 1983, information was received that a 
few insm’gents were hiding in a house at Longthong Basti of 
Dhanlckha aiea. Shri Sudhangshu Taran. Assistant Sub- 
Inspector, Ompi alongwith two sections of Antral Reserve 
Police Force was deputed to apprehend the insurgents, With 
the help of a civilian, the hiding place of the Insurgents was 
located. One section of the CRPF was led by Shri Taran 
for charging over the hide-out whereas the other section was 
under the command of a NCO for giving firing cover to 
the raiding party. As soon as the raiding squad reached the 
hiding place they were heavily fired upon by the insurgents. 
The Police party returned the fire. Shri Taran and his party 
crawled swiftly towards the hide-out in the midst of heavy 
firing between the faostiles and the Police covering party and 
after reaching close to the hide-outs charged over the insur¬ 
gents.

APPENDIX IT 

REGUI-ATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSTCAT, 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro¬ 
bability of their coming upto the required physical standard. 


The regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulat ons 
cannot be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations, it would be permissi¬ 
ble for a Medical Board to recommend to the Government 
of India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he 
may be admitted to service without disadvantage to Govern¬ 
ment. 


It should, however, be clearly understood that the Govern¬ 
ment of India reserve to themselves, absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report 
to the Medical Board. For the disabled ex-Defence Services 
Personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent with the 
reuirements of the posts.] 


1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform¬ 
ance of Ihe duties of his appointment. 


2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 

chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race, it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla¬ 
tion figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the 
ex.nmination of the candidates, if their be any disproportion 
with regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate 
should be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the 
chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by 
the Board. ' 

3. The candidate’s height will be measured as follows :— 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight thrown 
on the heels and not on the toes or other sides of the 
Vet. He will stand erect without rigidity and with the 
heels, calves, buttocks and shoulders touching the stan¬ 
dard: the chin will be depressed to bring the vertex of 
the head-level under the horizontal bar, and the height 
will be recorded in centimetres and parts of a centimetre 
to halves. 

4. The candidate’s chest will he measured as follows :— 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will 
be so adiusted round the chest that its unper edge 
touches the inferior angles of the shoulder blades 
behind and lies in the same horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 

then be lowered to hang loosely by the side and 
care will be taken that the shoulders are not 
thrown upwards or backwards so as to disnlace 
the tape The candM.''te will then be directed to 

take a deep inspiration several times and the max'- 
mnm expansion of the chest will be camfullv noted 
and the minimum and maximum will then be 

recorded in the centimetres thus 84-89, 86-93.5 etc. 
tn recording the measurements fractions of less 
ti-an half n centimetre should not he noted. 


NB—The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision.

“For the post of Geologist (Jr.) and Assistant Geologist 
concerning Geological Survey of India and Junior Hydro- 
geologist and Asstt. Hydrogeologist concerning Central 
Ground Water Board, the medical standards in regard to 
colour perception and all other tests relating to eyes will be 
of high order.” 

(iii) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition with 
ease and without hesitation of signal red, signal green and 
white colours. The use of Ishihara’s plates, shown in good 
light ond a suitable lantern like edrige green shall be 
considered quite dependable for testing colour vision. While 
either of the two tests may ordinarily be considered suffi¬ 
cient, in respect of the services concerned with road, rail 
and air traffic, it is essential to carry out the lantern test. 
In doubtful cases where a candidate fails to qualify when 
tested by only one of the two tests, both the tests should be 
employed. 


Note (4) Field of ri,Won.—The field of vision .shall be 
tested by the confrontation method. Where such test rives 
unsatisfactory or doubtful result the field of vision should 
be dctei mined on the perimeter. 


Note (5 ),—Wight Elindness.—Uisht blindness need not be 
tested as a routine, but only in special cases. No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dark adaptation is 
prescribed. The Medical Board should be given the discre¬ 
tion to improvise such a rough test, e.g., recording of visual 
acuity with reduced illumination or by making the candidate 
recognise various objects in a darkened room after he/she 
has been there for 20 to 30 minutes. Candidates' own state¬ 
ments should not always be relied upon but they should be 
given due consideration. 

Note (6). — -(a) Ocular conditions other than visual 
acuhy.—Any organic disease or a progressive reactive erriT 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should 
be considered as iv disqualification. 


(b) Trac/kimn.—Trachoma unless complicated shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification. 


(c) hV/u!/tr.—Where the presence of binocular vision is 
essential, squint, even if the visual acuity is of a prescribed 
standard, should be considered ns disqualification. 


(d) One-eyed persons .—^The employment of one-eyed indi¬ 
viduals is not recommended. 


7. Mood Pre.tsure. 


The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure i.s as follows :— 


(i) With young subjects 15—25 years of age the average 
i,s about 100 plus the age. 


(ii) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satistactory. 


N.B.—As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 mm 
and diastolic over 90 mm should be regarded us suspicious 
and the candidates should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion jegarding the candidate’s fitnes.s or 
otherwise. The hospitalisation report should indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to ex¬ 
citement etc. or whether it is due to any organic disease. 
In all such cases X-ray and electro cardiographic examina¬ 
tions of heart imd blood urea clearance test should also be 
done as a routine. The finul decision as to the fitness or 
otherwise of a candidate will, however, rest with the Medical 
Board only. 


Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercuiy manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule. The measurement should not be taken with¬ 
in fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided 
the patient and particularly his arm is relnxed, he may bo 
either lying or sitting, The arm is supported comfortably 
at the patient’s side in a more or less horizontal position. 
The aim should be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The 
cud completely deflated, should be applied rvith the middle 
of the rubber over the inner side of the arm and its lower 
edge an inch or two above the bend of elbow. The follow- 
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ing turns ol cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation. 


The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied slightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff’ is inflated to about 200 mm. Hg. and then slowly deflat¬ 
ed. The level at which the column stands when soft succes¬ 
sive sounds are heard represents the systolic pressure. When 
more air is allowed to escape the .sounds will bo heard to in¬ 
crease in intensity. The level at which the well-heard clear 
sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds lepresents the 
diastolic pressure. The measurement should be taken in a 
fairly brief period of time as prolonged piessura of the cuff 
is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings Re¬ 
checking if necessary, should bo done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff 
is deflated sounds arc heard at a certain level; they may 
disappear as pressure falls and reappear at still lower level. 
This silent Gap may cause error in reading). 


8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner, 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a Medical 
Board finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine by the usual 
chemical test, the Board will proceed with the examina¬ 
tion with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptoms sugge.stive of diabetes. Jf excent for 
the glycosuria, the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the candi¬ 
date “fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic” and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in 
Medicine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his 
disposal. The Medical specialist will airry out whatever 
examination clinical and laboratory he considers necessary 
including a standard blood sugar tolerance test and. will 
submit his opinion to the Medical Board, upon which the 
Medical Board will base its final opinion “fit” or "unfit”. The 
candidate will not be required to appear in person before the 
Board on the second occasion. To exclude the effects of 
medication it may bo necessary to retain a candidate for 
several days in hospital under strict supervision. 


9. A woman candiduto who as a result of test is found 
to be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over, should be 
declared temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She 
should be re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after 
the date of confinement subject to the production of a medi¬ 
cal certificate of fitness from a registered medical prac¬ 
titioner. 


10. The following additional points should be observed ;— 

(a) that the candidates hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease the ear. In case it 
is defective the candidate should be got examined 
by the ear specialist; provided that if the, defect in 
hearing is remediable by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid candidate cannot be declared unfit on 
that account provided he/she has no progressive 
disease in (he car.

When any defect is found it must be noted in that Certi¬ 
ficate and the medical examiner should state his oninion 
whether or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient per¬ 
formance of the duties which will bo required of the 
candidate. 
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an appeal to a second Board. Such evidence should be sub¬ 
mitted within one month of the date of the commuhication 
in which the decision of the first Medical Board is communi¬ 
cated to the candidate otherwise no request for an appeal 
to a second Medical Board, will be considered. 

Tf anv medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judge¬ 
ment ID the decision of the first Board, the certificate will not 
be taken into consideration unless it contains, a note by the 
medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been 
given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate had 
already been rejected as unlit for service by the Medical 
Board. 


Medical Board's Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner. 


The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should make 
due allowance for the age and length of seivice if any, of 
the candidate concerned. 


No person ^ill be deemed qualified for admission to the 
public service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, ajs the case may be, that 
he has no disease constitutional affection or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him or likely to unfit him for 
that service. 


It should be understood that the question of fitness 
involves future as well as the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payments in case of premature 
death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is pne of the likelihood of continuous 
effective service, and that rejection of a candidate 
need not be advised on account of the presence 
of a defect which in only a small proportion of 
cases is found to interfere with continuous effective 
service. 


A lady doctor will be coopted as a member of the Medi¬ 
cal Board whenever a woman candidate is to bo 
examined. 


Candidates appointed to the posts of Geologists (Jr.) and 
Assistant Geologist are liable for field service in 
or out of India. In the case of such a candidate 
the Medical Board should specifically record their 
opinion as to his fitness or otherwise fob field 
se.rvice. 


The report of the Medical Board should be treated as 
confidential. 


In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint¬ 
ment in the Government service, the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidate in 
broad terms without giving minute details regarding 
the defects pointed out by the Medical Board. 


In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be cured by treatment (medical or sur¬ 
gical) a statement to that effect should be recorded 
by the Medical Board. 


Note.—C andidates are warned that there Is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing appointed 
to determine their fitness for the aboive posts. If. however. 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgement in the deci¬ 
sion of the first Board it is open to Government to allow 


There is no objection to a candidate being informed 
of the Board’s opinion to this effect by the appoint¬ 
ing nuthorllv and when a cure ha.s been affected it 
will be open to the authority concerned to ask for 
another Medical Board. 
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In the case of candidates who arc to be declared tem¬ 
porarily ‘Unfit’, period specified for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the 
maximum. On re-examination after the specified 
period these candidates should not be declared tem¬ 
porarily unfit for a further period but a final deci¬ 
sion in regard to their fitness for appointment or 
otherwise should be given.
